Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Although the prior art references of record show some similar features of 
applicant's claimed invention, the fail to show a vertical structure functioning as a seat 
and screen having two frames attached to a frame wherein an upper panel and lower 
panel are attached to the frames and form a seat bottom and backrest when the two 
frames are parallel to upright supports, wherein the frames are free of any other panels 
other than the upper and lower panels. The references disclose a structure functioning 
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as a seat, but there is no teaching of the frames being free of panels other than a lower 
and upper panel when the frames are parallel to upright supports. The examiner can 
find no proper motivation to combine the references of record to produce applicant's 
claimed device.
